One worker, A. V. Thurs- 
ton, 56, died last Tuesday, and the 
other, Bernard Failowitz, 19, one 
day later. 

Both men working in the phenol 
division of the plant, collapsed on 
the job and died within a few min- 
utes. The autopsy failed to disclose 
any in‘ernal injury. 

This is not the first time work- 
ers have died on the job at the Dow

Roosevelt Drought 
Aid Plan Will Help «. 
The Rich Farmers 


WASHINGTON, June 6. — The 
Federal government will be called 
on 60 spend 8525,000,000 for 
drought relief, President Roosevelt 
stated today. The money will go 
mostly for the purchasing of cattle 
im drought areas which will be 
Siaughtered and .canned, and for 
providing jobs for impoverished 
farmers at 30 cents an hour. 

Since the only farmers having 
saleable cows are the wealthy ones. 
this means that most of the “re- 
lief” will go to them. Smaller 
farmers have their herds mort- 
gaged. Together with their fam- 
ii@s, they number among the vic- 
tims of the drought 500,000 per- 
sons who have 16st practically 
everything, crops and cattle, in the 
searing drought. 

Relief Administrator Hopkins 
declared today he had no inten- 
tion of establishing a large public 
works program “at miserably low 
Wage rates.” But, under his work 
program, he said, the farmers will 
be paid 30 cents an hour mini- 
mum. 

Despite warnings from agricul- 
tural experts, Roosevelt today ex- 
pressed assurance that there is no 
danger of a famine. He admitted. 
however, that the drought has 
reached disaster proportions. 

The President's optimism is re- 
flected in the glee of grain and 
cattle speculators, who have reaped 
an enormous profit when 
prices, due to destruction caused 
by the drought, rose sky high.

Mayor Leads Scabs 


To Work at Midnight 

NEW CASTLE, Pa. (F.P.) —Lead- 
ing a group of 60 strikebreakers to 
work at midnight, Mayor Charles 
B. Mayne of New Castle tried to 
break the strike which has tied up 
the Johnson Bronze Works sincé 
late May. 

The strikers are out 100 per cent 
for the abolition of the speedup, 
for higher wages and union récog- 
nition. The low wagé policy of the 
company has earned for it the nick- 
nameé of the “Pénny Arcade” by thé 
workers. 

Strikebreakérs have been brought 
in and housed at a hotel a few 
blocks -from the plant. Mayor 
Mayne’s action occurted after a 
fight during which two strikébreak- 
ers were sévérely beatén and many 
léaped into the river to escape the 
wrath of the strikers. 

Businéss ¢onditions in the city 
continue to reflect a downward 
trend. The two tin milis aré on 
a threé-day wéék schédulé. Thé 
steel plant, which has thrée blast 
furnaces, has not beén used since 
June, 1930. The Lehigh Co. cement 
plant closéd in early Spring after 
ohly six Wéeks of Operation. The 
Universal Sanitary Pottery Co. laid 
off 75 pér cent of its employes. The 
railroad shops continue to lay off 
créws and shopmeén. The Pennsyl- 
vania Engineering Co.'s plant is 
completely shut down after running 
for a few weeks with a handful of 
meén. Rélief lists grow.

Bakers Union Local 2 
Has Rank and File 
Leadership 


(Dally Worker Midwest Bureaa) 

CHICAGO, June 6.—Workers if 
five bakery plants have been on 
strike hére since May 29 for shorter 
hours, highér wages and union réc- 
ognition. Léd by Local No. 2 of the 
Bakers’ Union of the A. FP. of L.., 
the 260 workérs are standing solid 
for the 35-hour week, $1 pér hour 
for skilled workers, 60 cents for 
helpers and 50 cents for women 
workers. 

Members of the International 
Teamsters’ Union are still carrying 
bread for the struck plants, in spite 
of appéals to support the bakers’ 
Struggle. The leadership of the 
truck drivers has rejected . every 
plea for unity. 

Ninety per cent of the workers in 
the plant have joined Local No. 2, 
which has an hAdnést léadership. 
Uniskilléd and wotfieh workérs have 
joined with the skilléd workérs in 
a solid front om the picket lines. 
Thé ‘strike committee makés daily 
reports to thé rank and file strikers, 
who are thereby kept informed with 
every development in the strike. 

Committees of strikers are visit- 
ing grocery stores, urging shopkeep- 
ers not to buy the scab bread of 
the Confitinental and Schulge Bak- 
ing Companies. The responsé of 
the storekeepers is reported to be 
very good. 

Plans have been madeé to reach the 
rank and file of the truck drivers 
and win théir support, since thé 
leadership of their union has op- 
posed united action. 

In thé plants of Continental and 
Schulze, Hours have been brutally 
long and wages at a starvation 
level. Many worked for as many 
as 60 and 70 hors a week for 4é 
little as $15 for bakers and $8 for 
helpers and women workeérs.

“DAILY”

You can see we have one of the 
worst droughts in this part of the 
country we have ever had. Some- 
thing must be done. Farmers can- 
not stand it any longer, and it must 
be worse for a laboring man. 


THE BLESSINGS OF SCIENCE 


A column presenting a rosy pic- 
ture of the way the destitute are 
dining these days appeared in the 
New York Times of June 4. It gave 
rations and menus for a family of 
five as figured out by the Associa- 
tion for the Improvement of the 
Condition of the Poor. It was 
shown how much better the desti- 
tute are fed today than in 1847, in 
which year, the article solemnly 
points out, it was “not considered 
wise to pamper and coddle the un- 
fortunate.” 


Now the diets of the destitute 
are scientific, containing cabbage 
and tomatoes. A century ago the 
diet of the destitute was scientific- 
ally unbalanced; today the num- 
bers of the destitute have multi- 
plied many times, but their diet is 
scientifically figured out (to the last 
fraction of a calorie and the last 
(wisp of vitamin-content). That’s 
progress! 

The first dinner menu given in 
their weekly list: scalloped pota- 
toes with onions and cheese, and 
gimger bread. (Serve bread and 
butter with all meals, says the re- 
lease). Quantity of butter allowed 
wéekly: one pound. Spaghetti and 
cheese, and creamed potatoes with 
cheése-sauce, are two more cheese 
dishes on the week’s .menus for the 
“family of five.” Amount of cheese 
allowed weskly: one half pound. 

Higher mathematics, in our en- 
lightened age, are not devoted to 
figuring out how to provide plenty 
of everything for all, but to the dis- 
covery of the barest minimum upon 
which a human being can keep 
alive. 

We have also an edifying list of 
recipes utilizing canned beef, sent 
out by the Bureau of Home Eco- 
nomics, U. S. Department of Agri- 
culture, in cooperation with the 
Federal Relief Corporation. Canned 
beef hash, canned beef-and-cab- 
bage, canned beef sandwich, canned 
beef stew, canned beef and turnips, 
canned beef scallop, canned beef 
and cornmeal pie. It’s a great life. 


Peculiar system. It’s cheaper to 
manufacture tin cans and seal the 
beef in the cans and then let the 
unemployed fish the beef out of the 
cans. again than to have the tin 
cans out of the picture and get 
fresh beef to the workers. Then 
there’s the question of absorption of 
metal from eating canned goods too 
consistently: that’s just another of 
the hazards of living in this glorious 
pre-revolutionary era. 

The continuous  ding-donging 
about minimum diets leads one to 
wonder what the bosses, whose 
capitalist. system of exploitation 
2nd robbery of the workers brought 
on the need for, figuring out these 
sKkitipy diets, are dining on these 
days. 

While the millions of workers 
who have been thrown out of jobs 
by the logical development of this 
profit-system of production and 
distribution are handed monotonous 
starvation diets, or are clubbed 
dowh for demanding even that 
much, the cream of creation—the 
bankers and their industrial and 


political allies and satellites, with | 


tresses—regales itself with delicacies 
from the far corners of the earth, 
picks and chooses between Caviar 
‘Frais and Melon d’Espagne, be- 
tween Poulet Saute Chasseur and 
Grouse en Creme, between Arti- 
chokes a la Lyonnaise and Salade 
Avocado, between Peches Melba and 
Souffle Rothschild.

Editorial Note: As a rule, where 
there are two unions in the same 
industry, a worker should pay dues 
to one union, and thereby give his 
undivided attention to working for 
the best interests of the member- 
ship. 

On the other hand, there are some 
situations which arise where it is 
found necessary to pay dues in two 
unions. For example, a worker may 
have joined a union of his own 
choice and at the same time be 
forced into a company union by the 
employer. Although he should fight 
to refuse to pay dues to the com- 
pany union, he may be compelled to 
do so. In this case he would be pay- 
ing to two organizations. 

We will be able to give you a more 
detailed answer on the basis of con- 
crete information on the given situ- 
ation about which you have written.

Pay $180 for Fertilizer

“set” of 20 years ago for small farm 
homes—for these men are the ones 


“who came in to town to break the 


I. C. shop strike of 1911. Many of 
the same men voluntarily went to 
Paducah, Ky., “to take better jobs” 
when the big strike oc- 
curred there in 1921. One 80-year 
old woman told me: “My man 
come here in the strike 25 year ago 
and he went to Paduky in 1921 to 
help break the strike—whur he got 
the fever and never did git over it. 
He died a year ago—without a job 
—and we’re awful pore.” One mid- 
dle-aged man said that the mill 
workers ought to be satisfied with 
whatever the owners could afford 
to pay them. In the homes of 
young parents who are poor, the 
children go without shoes and many 
times their clothes are rags held 
together with patches. The Emer- 
gency “Relief” Administration pro- 
vides the head of the family with 
one day a week at $1.80 and some- 
times two days. 


‘Finding no money in town, I 
scraped acquaintance with a Bene- 
fit (mutual-insurance) Association 
man who invited me to travel with 
him to Crystal Springs. In two days 
he “wrote-up” @ne contract and col- 
lected $3 of the $5 initiation fee 
and traded-in th edollars of the 
fee for our night’s lodging. with 
another farmer on another contract. 
The farmer said he would charge 
nothing at all for our lodging, but 
at the same time my friend knew 
that this was the only way in which 
he could have gotten the contract 
at all. This farmer said he doubted 
whether he could ever meet the 
dollar-a-month requirements to keep 
it in force for the $1,000 death ben- 
efit. We saw many more who 
wanted it, but said they could not 
even obligate themselves for 50 cents 
a month should the initiation be 
waived entirely. Four miles out we 
met a canvassing agent who was 
talking and selling 15 to 25 cent 
small, much wanted articles. He 
had sold to only seven people on 
his 30-mile route. He said, how- 
ever, that as some of the newly re- 
employed shopmen drove their fliv- 
vers from five to 20 miles, between 
their farm-home and work (every 
day), he had taken some orders 
for future delivery. 

Most of the land is owned by the 
town store men, in large tracts of 
500 to 5,000 acres. The store men 
provide the land and the up-and- 
down boarded, unpainted residential 


houses, the fertilizer, the food, the | 


live-stock and farm implements, and 
take half of what the farmer pro- 
duces. The farmer pays for his own 
seed and his own food and pays for 
half of all the other stuff that the 
store man furnishes. About $30 
worth of fertilizer per acre is re- 
quired for cabbage and the yield is 
about si% tons to the acre. This year 
cabbage averaged about $6 a ton 
(30 cents 100 pounds); so that if a 
farmer cultivated six acres and got 
$216 for the crop and paid $180 for 
fertilizer he had a net profit of 


.$36 for the work of himself and 


family. This $36 had to be divided 
between himself and the merchant, 
leaving him $18 net from the cab- 
bage crop. But the merchant sold 
him the fertilizer and sold it to him 
at whatever price he wanted to 
charge him; and—the merchant 
himself sold the cabbage to the 
northern commission house buyer 
(now on the ground in person) and 
“settled” with the farmer on what- 
ever basis of sales price he chose 
to submit to the farmer: Notwith- 
standing all this, however, it is un- 
questionably true that the sale price 


of cabbage was very low this year.

BROOKLYN. N. Y.—When a new 
worker at H. Kirsch & Co. Inc., 
manufacturers of “Kirsch’s Bever- 


lyn, N. Y., discovered that men work 
6 and a half days a week, and from 
12 to 14 hours a day, he confided to 
another worker that he would ask 
Jimmie Dudgeon to take action. 
Jimmie Dudgeon is Secretary of 
Local 345 of the A. F. of L.; the 
Union to which soda water workers 
belong. “Now what is the use of 
telling Jimmie Dudgeon,” replied 
the older worker, “don’t you know 
he won't do anything?” “Why won’t 
he, he’s Secretary isn’t he?” “You'll 
learn,” grinned the older worker, as 
he continued loading cases on a 
truck. 

The new worker did learn. He 
learned that Jimmie Dudgeon was 
once a soda water truck driver, who 
became active in the A. F. of L. and 


pulled down a soft berth as Secre- 
tary of the Local, at a salary of $60 
a week. He learned, too, that 
Hyman Kirsch, the boss, lives in a 
large and gaudy private house, with 
two garages. His employees cannot 
afford anything better than old 
fashioned, cold water, R. R. flats. 
Kirsch is especially facile in han- 
dling employees big promises and 
small pay envelopes. 

The Kirsch trucks are manned 
with a driver and a helper. Helpers 
get 50c. a day, and when a helper 
asks for more he is promptly fired. 
When this issue is raised at a union 
meeting, or if a worker raises the 
question of the long grinding work- 
ing day, or Kirschs violation of the 
$6 a day union wage scale, then 
Jimmie Dudgeon, true to his colors, 
jumps to the rescue—of the boss. 
He nips these discussions in the bud 
by reminding the workers that such 
matters should be taken up at an 
executive meeting; but at the ex- 
ecutive meeting he closes the argu- 
ment with a promise to “investi- 
gate.” These investigations are well 
known. They consist of a meeting 
between : Kirsca and Dudgeon, in 
Kirsch’s private office, and behind 
closed doors. Nothing ever comes 
of them, and when a worker be-

Books have been written on the subject. I shall close this sketchy 
and inadequate outline with a few words by our friend Waltér Duranty, 
of the New York Times, (September 8, 1933): 

“. , There is @ prison colony near Moscow where evéry one 
lives in perfect freedom without bars, célls, wardens or restrictions 
save that they must spend the night on the premises. 

“They have their own homes, workshops, factories, farms and 
kitchen, can marry and divorce and can go to Moscow as they please. 
They must work, but they receive union wages. All prison discipline 
is in their hands, under the supervision of no more than four G. P. U. 
officials. 

“They can escape at will, but they do not escape, and five years 
of practise in this and similar ‘reform schools’ tend to justify the 
Soviet contention that the average criminal would live an honest 
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F life if he had a prover chance.”

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Reject the Steel ‘Arbitration’ 
Board 


ESTERDAY the leaders of the N. R. A., 
Johnson and Richberg, met in New 
York with the steel company heads in 
secret conference, planning how to pre- 
vent the strike of the steel workers. Gen- 
eral Johnson has already stated what solu- 


tion he favors—a Steel Labor Board, and a 
“settlement” such as President Roosevelt put across 
in the auto industry. 


Such a “settlement” of the question would mean 
that the steel workers would not gain any of their 
demands, and furthermore would mean the strength- 
“ening of company unions in the steel industry. 
‘The setting up of thésAuto Labor Board by the 
A. F. of L. leaders, the auto companies and Roose- 
velt, prevented the strike which the auto workers 
demanded. They were ready to strike for union 
recognition, for higher wages and against the life- 
draining speed-up. But the A. F. of L. leaders 
together with the National Labor Board, Roosevelt 
and the employers, postponed and finally prevented 
the strike, and forced the workers to accept compul- 
sory “arbitration” oif the Auto Labor Board. This 
government board has rejected all wage and other 
demands of the auto workers by interminable post- 
ponements and delays. Furthermore, the company 
unions have been officially recognized by the gov- 
ernment Auto Labor Board. The auto workers did 
not get recognition but the company unions were 
recognized by the government board. 


Now the Roosevelt government proposes to put 
over a similar defeat on the steel workers. The 
belly-crawling statement of the Committee of the 
A. F. of L. union in Washington should arouse every 
steel worker to the danger of betrayal through gov- 
ernment “arbitration.” The Committee stated that 

_ #t is working with Mike Tighe, president of the A. A., 
who openly opposed any strike. They say he will be 
present at all negotiations. They favor conferences 
with President Roosevelt and the employers, prais- 
ing Roosevelt even though he personally engineered 
the auto sell-out, which they claim to oppose. 


To agree to arbitration of President Roosevelt, 
of any government board, means that the steel 
workers will be defeated, just like the auto workers 
were defeated. It means company unionism, low 
wages and speed-up. Government-N.R.A.-super- 
-vised elections in the mills to determine represen- 
tation means a victory for the company union. 
These elections will be dominated by the com- 
pany. 

The Committee of Ten, while openly proclaim- 
ing their co-operation with Tighe, reject a united 
front with the Steel and Metal Workers Union. 

The steel workers must prepare against the be- 
trayals now being hatched by the government, the 
employers, and the A. A. international officials. The 
steel workers, if they are to win their demands, must 
—over the heads of the Committee of Ten and of 
Mike Tighe—forge the unity of all steel workers in 
joint, strike action and form at once joint strike 
committees. The Steel and Metal Workers Indus- 
trial Union has pointed the way for the steel workers 
to win their demands—not strike-breaking govern- 
ment arbitration, but militant united front struggle 
of all steel workers, regardless of union, in the com- 
ing strike. 


“Scratch a Liberal... ” 


““CRATCH a liberal and find a reaction- 

«MW ary.” Commissioner of Welfare Wil- 

liam Hodson, the outstanding “liberal” of 

the “liberal” LaGuardia administration, 

heaps praise upon the police sluggers of 

defenseless men and women who were pe- 
_titioning for relief, for adequate food and 
- shelter. 

Not content with absolving the Police Depart- 
ment of all blame for the brutal clubbing of work- 
ers at the May 26 demonstration before the Depart- 

“ment of Welfare, Hodson, in -his letter to Police 
Commissioner O’Ryan, even finds occasion for ac- 
cusing the workers of attacking the police. 

“I wish to express my appreciation,” Hodson 
Says in his letter to O’Ryan, “to you and the men 
under your command for the way in which they 
have handled a very difficult problem.” In these 
words, Hodson openly approves of the police club- 
bing, openly approves of the denial of the elemen- 
tary right of the workers to petition. More, he 
encourages further brutality. 


Echoing the lynch statements of LaGuardia and 
the entire prostitute press of New York City, Hod- 
son continues: “We shall take whatever steps neces- 
sary to prevent any particular group, whether they 
be Communists or others, encroaching upon the 
rights and privileges of the citizens generally.” 

“Regarding the riot of May 26,” the New York 
Herald Tribune states, “he knew from circulars 
which the Communists distributed in advance that 
they intended to create disorder.” If the com- 
missioner has such leaflets at hand, why does he 
not produce them—why does he not quote from 
them—why this sneaking reference to something 
which does not exist? Leaflets were distributed, of 
course, but not one called upon the workers to 
provoke violence. 

Hodson, beyond doubt receiving and carrying out 
orders which he has received, in repeating the at- 
tacks upon the Communist Party and the Un- 
employment Councils and the relief organizations, 
is attempting to arouse lynch hysteria with the 
aim of crushing and instituting a reign of terror 
against all workers who dare to raise their voices 
against the sub-starvation standards of Home Re- 
lief and work relief. Beyond doubt, Hodson, as did 
LaGuardia before him. ts thereby calling on the 

a magistrates to inflict savage sentences upon 
t workers arrested at the May 26 demonstration. 

The LaGuardia administration, its hand ex- 
posed by the editorials and articles in the June 2 
of the Daily Worker, faced with a mobilization

The S.P. “Revolutionary

HROUGH the Socialist Party Conven- 
tion, just ended, there jutted one huge, 
dominating factor—the real, rapidly grow- 
ing, revolutionary consciousness of the 
masses, and a growing inpatience of the 
rank and file in the Socialist Party with 
the policies of the leadership. 

A frantic recognition “that the idea of 
storming the citadel of capitalism is rapidly matur- 
ing in the minds of the masses” (Stalin), and a 
frantic effort not to be swept aside by the rising 
movement of the masses, a desperate effort to forti- 


fy its waning prestige and to maintain its position 
at the head of those workers who follow it—this is 


what distinguishes the discussions and decisions of . 


the S. P. convention. 

The adoption of the new “radical” Declaration 
of Principles by the “militant” group and the “Revo- 
lutionary Policy Committee” does not mean that the 
Socialist Party has become a revolutionary party. 
It means that the Socialist leadership has decided 
that the time has come when, in order to execute 
the old policies, the typical policies of Social-Fas- 
cism, it is necessary to season these policies with 
more “revolutionary” phraseology if the ear of the 
masses is not to be lost altogether.

. WILL not shrink,” declare the new “revolu- 
tionary leaders” of the S. P., in almost mock- 
heroic bluster, “from the responsibility of organiz- 
ing a government under workers’ rule.” 

But when will these redoubtable “revolution- 
aries” do this daring thing? Only “if the capital- 
ist system should collapse in a general chaos and 
confusion. which cannot permit of orderly pro- 
cedure.” ) 

Naturally, as Lenin pointed out long ago, the 
capitalist system will never “collapse” of its own 
weight. It will have to be overthrown. To pre- 
serve it, the ruling class will attempt in every case 
to base itself on the bayonets of its naked Fascist 
dictatorship. While the new 8S. P. “revolutionaries” 
are patiently waiting for capitalism to strange it- 
Self in “chaos and confusion,” Fascism will try to 
“restore the orderly processes” through its open, 
military dictatorship. 

IF the capitalist system should “collapse” in “chaos 
and confusion,” that is to say, IF the capitalists 
suddenly become angels and decide not to strengthen 
their rule with Fascist suppression, and IF “order- 
ly processes fail,” then our dangerous S. P. r-r-revo- 
lutionaries will come forward and “not shrink” 
from doing something or other not very clearly 
defined. 

Very coolly and contemptuously, the New York 
Times, organ of Wall Street capitalism, whose in- 
stinct for detecting its friends and enemies has 
reached a high degree of sensitivity, states of 
Norman Thomas’ new declarations: 

“There is always much virtue in your ‘if, and 
there may be a good deal in this particular one. 


Doubtless the resolution will undergo a lot of . 


metaphysical explanation until it seems not to 
amount to much.” 
So American capitalism is not exactly terrified 
by the S. P. “revolutionaries.”

infallible revolutionary touchstone of all par- 

ties, policies and leaders, is the question of the 

seizure of power, and the dictatership of the pro- 
letariat, the question of Soviet Power.

CUT ITALY’S WHEAT IMPORT

SPANISH FARM WURKERS 
STRIKE 


MADRID, June 6—An agricul- 
tural strike began yesterday with 
police terror facilitated by decrees 
banning all efforts to induce work- 
ers to join the strike. 

The government was active all 
day minimizing the strike but ad- 
mitted that 2,000 men and women 
had quit their jobs in the berry 
fields in Madrid Province, though 
they were earning eight and nine 
pesetas (barely over a dollar but 
considered high pay) a day. 

Nearly half the villages of Ma- 
laga and Cordova were'on strike, 
the government admitted. Clashes 
and arrests occurred in Jaen and 
Madrid Provinces, 

BRITISH ARMS FIRMS CON- 

NECTIONS 

LONDON, June 6.—A Laborite to- 
day charged that a former military 
secretary in the War Office was 
closely associated with certain arm- 
aments manufacturers, being the 
chief stockholder in a bank that 
had, in 1929, purchased an arma- 
ment firm. 

A. Duff Cooper, parliamentary 
secretary of the War Office, replied 
that the man was no longer in the 
War Office and refused to open an 
investigation. 


NANKING BUYS PLANES 

SHANGHAI, June 6-—The Nan- 
king government’s purchases of 
aeroplanes totaled $2,075,000 from 
November 1933 to March 1934, it was 
revealed today. 

In round figures $240,000 worth 
were supplied by Germany, $500,- 
000 by Great Britain, $875,000 by 
raed United States, and $460,000 by 
Italy.

Increased Demand 
For Relief in N. J. 


Plan Forced Labor at 
10 Cents an Hour

NEWARK, N. J-The_ State 
Emergency Reliet Administration 
reports. reveal tlat in the largest 
cities of the staic, the number of 
persons receiving relief at whe end 
of April increased over the previous 
month. These show:

show. Camden County, 31 per cent;

In the whole state, in the latter 
half of April, 117,796 families com- 
prising 457,086 persons, received re- 
lief. This was 39,670 more persons 
than in March. The cost for each 
family in April was $19.20, or $4.95 
a person. 

In Essex County in the same 
month, 22,000 families representing 
93,000 individuals were on the re- 
lief lists. 


Beginning June 4, a new scheme 
had been concocted in an attempt 
to still the growing protests of the 
workers in the county. A new 
“work-for-relief’ plan to employ 
about 12,000 is to be started. In 
addition to the food basket, hand- 
out, the workers are promised 12 
cents for each working hour. 

Workers will be required to work 
five consecutive eight-hour days, 
after which they are to get $4 in 
cash. Each worker is also promised 


from six to ten days work during 
the month. 


Essen, 1,800 crossed out the ballots, 
showing their disapproval of the 
entire Nazi slate. 


At the Portingssiepen mine, 400 
voted “yes,” and 700 ballots were 
deliberately defaced. The Felton 
and Guillaume iron and steel fac- 
tory in Cologne employs about 1,970 
workers. Of these 903 voted “yes,” 
and 352 crossed out the whole list. 
Three hundred tore up their bal- 
lots and 370 wrote “libellous re- 
marks” on the paper against the 
Nazi hounds. 

Sixty-seven per cent of the work- 
ers at the Accumulator Works, 
Cologne-Kalk, voted against the 
Nazi list.

What Are the Fascist Forces in Rumania?

Socialist. Heads Ape 
Otto Bauer, Offer 
Dictatorship

HE assassination of Ion Duca 

(prime minister of the Liberal 
Party of Rumania), the trial of the 
fascist leaders responsible for the 
crime, and finally, their acquittal, 
revealed to the Rumanian masses 
the sinister and tacit understanding 
existing between the Rumanian fas- 
cist leaders and the government. 

From the king down, passing 
through the channels of the army 
staff, the courts, the boyars. (rich 
landowners), the bourgeoisie, the 
church, and last but not least, the 
Secial-Democratic leaders, we find 
a network of forces which have one 
common aim—the subjugation of the 
working class and the destruction of 
its militant leaders. 

Hitler and his cohorts have in- 
jected their poisonous virus into the, 
provinces of Transylvania, Banat 
and Temicoara. These provinces 
were annexed to Rumania throuch 


the Treaty of Versailles. The Ger- 
man population constitutes a large 


e 


minority, amounting to about one 
million. In November, 1933, the 
German minority party, the Na- 
tional-Socialists, polled 62 per cent 
of the vote. 

In Bucovina, another province of 
northern Rumania (‘also obtained 
by the Treaty of Versailles), the 
Hitler forces use a somewhat differ- 
ent method of propaganda. There 
the population consists of Ruthen- 
jans, Jews and Rumanians. Since 
the Ruthenians are not satisfied 
with the status quo, the Hitlerites 
promise them an autonomous state 
under the aegis of Germany. 

In Rumania proper, fascism con- 
centrates its forces on two camps— 
anti-Communism and anti-Semit- 
ism. They have had no difficulty 
in penetrating the antiSemitic camp 
since the ground had already been 
prepared by two outstanding anti- 
Semitic organizations, first the 
League for the Defense of Christi- 
anity whose leader is Professor 
Cuza, 4nd second the “Garda de 
Fer” (fhe Iron Guard) under the 
lecderMiip of Cornelius Codreanu. 
Both { organizations are today di- 


rectif affiliated with Hitler\s Na- 
tion: Fascist Party. Frequerit trips

reanu and their henchmen in order 
to better develop the technique of 
fascisation. 

The “Garda de Fer” (the Iron 
Guard), originally a military organ- 
ization, was transformed into a po- 
litical one by Codreanu in 1931. He 
recruits his members from the stu- 
dent body of the university and, 
like Cuza, from the Boyars and the 
big financial groups, as well as from 
the bourgeoisie and small peasant 
landowners, The latter have been 
very badly hit by the depression. 
They cannot sell their products and 
are obliged to borrow heavily. We 
read in “L’Europe Nouvelle” that 
“for a tract of land of 10 hectares 
(25 acres), the debt of the Rumanian 
peasant in Bucovina reaches 21,000 
lei (almost .$200) per hectare. 

The “Garda de Fer” obtains 
money from the bourgeoisie, from 
the big landowners as well as from 
the Rumanian government. When 
Codreanu built the Casa Verde, he 
received moncy from all these 
sources. This house is used by these 
various Fascist organizations to 
store up munitions; it is to this 
house that kidnapped workers are 
brcught to be tortured to death. 
This is well known by the king, by

In 
spite of the fact that the organiza- 
tion was dissolved by law, it con- 
tinues its criminal activities with
